What is Sexual Assault 





Sexual assault is defined by DoD as intentional sexual 
contact, characterized by use of force, threats, intimidation, 
abuse of authority, or when the victim does not or cannot 
consent. 


Sexual assault includes rape, forcible sodomy (oral or anal 
sex), and other unwanted sexual contact that is 
aggravated, abusive, or wrongful (to include unwanted and 
inappropriate sexual contact), or attempts to commit these 
acts. 





What to do if you or someone 
you know is sexually assaulted 





1) Safety - if safety is of concern call 91 | 


2) Get help: Contact tne SARC immediately

3) Seek medical attention ASAP 


— Don’t eat, drink, use the restroom, change clothes, etc., prior to
